To get back to the visitor and his 
question. He asked when the photo­ 
graph had been taken. 
The reply 
was that the exact date was un­ 
known but probably fifty or sixty 
years ago. He said that was impos­ 
sible. that photographs of that per­ 
fection could not have been taken 
that long ago. When he was told that 
it was possible he became upset and 
insisted that it was impossible.

To initiate and carry to com ­ 
pletion studies of comm unity p rob­ 
lems of whatever nature affecting 
the interests 
of 
property owners, 
w ith the view to assisting the consti­ 
tuted authorities of such com m unity 
in adopting such policies and p ass­ 
ing such legislation as will best ex­ 
press the representative desires of 
such property owners.

At four o'clock this afternoon, 
at the tim e of going to press, the 
inquest of Tony Bellue was still 
in progress in the city court room 
in the Bella Vista Hotel building. 
The inquest started at 2 p. m. 


Tony Bellue died som etim e be­ 
tween 5:30 and 5:45 Saturday m orn­ 
ing in the fin: th at gutted the head­ 
quarters of the local Hotel and Res­ 
taurant W orkers Union, for w hich he 
was the secretary and organizer. 


It has been definitely established 
that he played cards w ith a group 
of friends, in a room in the back 
part of the building, until 5:30 a. m., 
w hen he retired. 
Fifteen m inutes 
later the building was ablaze. 


Strangely, the fire seem ed to burn 
sim ultaneously in every p art of the 
five-room 
frame 
structure, which 
was lined on the inside w ith tar 
paper. 
N eighbors heard Tony Bel­ 
lue scream, but no one could see 
him. 
The fire departm ent quickly 
extinguished the blaze, before the

A report of progress of arts and 
crafts among the Navajos reveals 
th at since A pril nearly 5,000 pieces 
of Navajo turquoise and silver pro­ 
ducts have received the m ark of 
authenticity of the Indian A rts and 
C rafts Board, as approved by H arold 
L. Ickes, Secretary of Interior. 
This mark is an assurance to the 
purchaser th at the jew elry in style, 
as w ell as in workmanship, is of the 
best tribal tradition and, therefore, 
expresses the sense of beauty and 
individuality of its Indian m aker. It 
also protects the Indian from ex ­ 
ploitation and factory labor and as­ 
sures the purchaser th at the m a­ 
terial, as w ell as the w orkm anship, 
is native. 
The art products of Navajo crafts­ 
m en add approxim ately $500,000 a 
y ear to the income of the N avajo 
people. 
The 
ancient 
silverw ork, 
handed down among the N avajos 
since the days of the early H ispano- 
A m erican settlers, has become a n a ­ 
tive a rt of great dignity and an im ­ 
p ortant elem ent in Navajo economic 
life. 
The resurgence of this im por­ 
ta n t art is in p a rt due to the assis­ 
tance of the A rts and C rafts B oard 
in finding outlets for high-quality 
products 
and 
t h e 
G overnm ent's 
pioneering in establishing labels of 
authenticity.

The major 
problem of Southern California is 
w ater and will rem ain so. 
Our early Indians discovered how 
to dig wells and thus made it pos­ 
sible to 
become 
somewhat inde- 
penent in selecting sites for their 
homes. Early explorers made their 
advancem ents from one source of 
w ater to the next. Sometimes they 
failed to reach another w ater supply. 
First settlers camped at waterholes. 
As deep well drilling was perfected 
a wider choice of range was allowed. 
With the developm ent of irrigation 
and modern aqueduct systems such 
as that now being built from the

greater freedom of location has been 
given.

designs

pease the w rath of the gods, in order 
to bring rain, or sunshine, or 
good 
health. 
Klah, the medicine man. is 
one of those who was able to weave 
these sand paintings into rugs.

Should the cily council be asked 
to demand 
a 
high performance 
bond 
from 
new 
applicants for 
business licenses, or should it re­ 
main easy to engage in business 
in Palm Springs? This was the 
principal q u e s t i o n the Palm 
Springs Business Men's 
Associ­ 
ation attem pted to solve yester­ 
day afternoon. 


“There are two schools of thought, 
in this m atter,” said Secretary M. C. 
Dudley in opening the meeting. 
“There are those who believe a per­ 
formance bond, in an am ount from 
$250 to $1000, to be refunded with­ 
in 90 days, should be required, in 
order to protect the business already 
established,” he said. 
“Then there are others who be­ 
lieve such a law 
would 
result in 
vacant store rooms, which would in­ 
jure local business more than the 
competition 
resulting 
from 
new 
business establishments.” 
Various opinions on the subject 
were 
expressed. 
One 
merchant 
stated that the object of such a bond 
is simply to keep out the “fly-by- 
night" merchants for the protection 
of the public as well as the other 
merchants of the town. 
“We don't 
want to discourage legitimate busi­ 
ness,” he said. 
Another version, expressed by an 
apartm ent house owner, was that 
“every fly-by-night who starts busi­ 
ness here on a shoe-string and goes 
broke, leaves just that much more 
money in the town and hurts no one 
but himself, except those who are 
foolish enough to extend credit to 
him.” 
The principal complaint seemed to 
be that Barker Brothers, Los Ange­ 
les furniture dealers, are selling fur­ 
niture here under a local business 
license without having an establish­ 
ed place of business. The furniture 
men contend that Barker Brothers 
should be classified as “peddlers" 
because they sell from samples in a 
local demonstration home, located in 
the residential section where busi­ 
ness establishments are not permit­ 
ted. 
The peddler's license is $300 
per three months, while the furni­ 
ture business license is $48 per year. 
Mayor Philip Boyd was the first 
speaker, and in a very clear and de­ 
tailed address he told how the busi­ 
ness license 
fee 
were established. 
The fees are fairly uniform, at $12 
and $24 a year for most local busi­ 
nesses. 
The business license ordi­ 
nance was patterned after similar 
tested ordinances in Riverside and 
other cities, he said. 
“The problem is so much yours 
that you could practically write your 
own ordinance," Mr. Boyd told the 
business men. 
“We must safeguard 
the residents and buying public as 
well as the merchants,” he added, 
“for we don't wish to kill the goose 
that lays the golden eggs.” 
The 
Mayor 
complimented 
the 
Business Men’s Association and said 
that the executive secretary, M. C. 
Dudley, is a very able and faithful 
watchdog, and is doing good work 
for the group. 
He also praised the 
work of the association's attorney, 
Eugene E. Therieau. 
“Four hundred and fifty business 
licenses have been issued since the 
city was incorporated last spring,” 
said Mayor Boyd. 
The meeting adjourned without 
taking any action on the m atter.

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TOWN HALL TRUSTEES' 
NOTICE TO VILLAGERS 
Erroneous data relative to the cost 
of the Town Hall is in circulation 
which the trustees of Town Hall be­ 
lieve should be corrected. 
At 7:30 p. m., on the first Tuesday 
of each month the directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce meet in open 
session, except in emergency, the 
only meetings held by the Chamber. 
To these meetings the local residents 
are cordially invited, whether mem­ 
bers or not, and attendance will in­ 
sure everyone having accurate in­ 
formation as to what is transpiring. 
At these meetings the trustees re­ 
port as requested. 
When it was decided to buy a lot 
and build a meeting house, four di­ 
rectors volunteered to go on a joint 
note to finance it. This plan was 
adopted and these four directors be­ 
came trustees of the property under 
a trust agreement. 
Many residents volunteered all or 
part of their labor, and the trustees 
were anxious to secure this coopera­ 
tion but were unable to secure com­ 
pensation insurance to relieve the 
trustees of liability. The trustees 
then secured the services of a con­ 
tractor, who was a property owner 
in the village, and the present frame 
structure, 24x40 feet, plus the at­ 
tached enclosure for the fire equip­ 
ment, was erected. The cost of this 
structure which includes both labor 
and material, came to $828.16, and 
the lot cost $375. 
The trustees suggest these figures 
be preserved for future reference, as 
they are willing to have them com­ 
puted. 
Aside from painting and a locker, 
the structure is at present just as 
the contractors finished their work. 
To mention volunteer labor in 
and about the building afterward, 
except Wm. G. Hagen and George 
Washington, would result in some 
names being overlooked. 
Many additions and improvements 
are needed, but the trustees feel the 
principal efforts of the community 
should go to liquidating the original 
obligation. 
At such time the property will 
pass from the hands of the trustees 
to that of the Chamber 
of Com­ 
merce, if it is then legally empow­ 
ered to hold property, otherwise 
within five years to such organiza­ 
tion as, in the 
opinion of the 
trustees, best represents the com­ 
munity interest. 
The obligation of the trustees nat­ 
urally influences them in the m an­ 
agement of the property, but their 
wish is to give the property the 
widest community use, while they 
endeavor to control its earning pos­ 
sibilities. 
The trustees feel that as directors 
of the Chamber they should urge all 
residents and property owners to 
become members of the Chamber 
and assist in making this a much 
finer village to live in. The sooner 
the obligation is retired, the sooner 
the Chamber can devote its energies 
to a full program with this end in 
view. 
President I. E. Martell will appre­ 
ciate your active support and coop­ 
eration.

How To Teach 
Children To Swim 


By JOHN W. BEST 
Teacher of Swimming at the 
Colonial House 
The pupil should now be able to 
dog-paddle with full confidence in 
deep water, perfectly relaxed and 
breathing correctly, with his head 
above water at all times if my fore­ 
going instructions have been ad­ 
hered to. 
He must not be allowed to swim 
fast at first as he is still liable to 
develop the idea that his arms and 
legs are keeping him afloat, he 
should be encouraged to slow down 
as much as possible and told to 
breath deeply and you will soon 
have him able to tread water with 
hardly any motion and very little 
energy. 
Most adults make too hard work 
of swimming, whereas if they would 
just relax and carry sufficient air in 
the lungs they would soon realize 
how much energy they have been 
wasting, the body should be as low 
in the water as possible so long as 
the mouth is above the surface, the 
greater the displacement of water 
the greater the buoyancy. 
It is impossible to swim on top of 
the surface and yet all non-swim­ 
mers seem to try to do this and 
naturally give up and say they could 
never learn.

With a competent teacher anyone 
and everyone can learn to swim, and 
I can think of nothing more valu­ 
able than the ability to swim, even 
fairly well for health, pleasure and 
safety.
